Clothes play an im|H>rtant 
pari In our lives They protect 
us from the weather, create a 
feeling cf self respect, give us 
a sense of satisfaction, aid 
make us more at ease A neat 
well dressed person makes a

We are all familar with the 
old adages. "Kino feathers make 
a fine bird, and clothes make 
the man '* These may not al- 
ways be true but they give the 
impression of being so — and 
impressions are imp* rtant. We

Item, neatly and appropriate- 
ly dressed is not a matter of 
money , alone, but also of know- 
ing what to buy, lu.w to buy, 
and !u w to take care of clothes 
ir, cc we have them. This is an 
area which is neglected today. 
Caring for our Clothes 

Not many years ago. parents 
made t.ieir children take off 
I heir g d clothes when they 
came in from school or churc.i. 
and made them put on old 
clot hi g. Our grandmothers 
would never think of laundry- 
mg and putting a garment 
away until every missing but- 
ton had been replaced and 
every tear and rip mended 
Their children were tau-’ht to 
take care of their clothing. Our 



children today, have very little 
of this training 

Since clothing, ahr g with 
practically think else, is get- 
ting higher and higher In prire 
we must learn all possible 
about how to buy and care for 
it Home is the place here these 
lessons should liegm Not long 
ago, an important part of a 
young lady's education was how 
io sew, mend and embroidery. 
This was taught in the home. 
From Home to School 

Our schools have now as- 
sumed tna iy of the functions 
formerly provided by the home. 
The clothing problem is one of 
these Many of our high schools 
have fine home economic de- 
partments which teach sewing 
and the care of clothing alo g 
with other home making activi- 
ties. However, many of our 
daughters do not go on to high 
school, and if they have had no 
training in the home, miss out 
on this important part of their 
education. 

Use Every Item 

Since we in Appalachia are 
at somewhat of an economic dis- 
advantage, we must use every 
possible expedie t and inn va 
Don to meet our clothing needs 
Among these, it is felt the fol- 
lowing would prove helpful: 

If a family has some service- 
able item they can not use. it 
should Ik 1 passed on to some 
one who could use it If it 
needs repairing to make it ser- 



viceable, this should be done. 
Before the days of organized 
Public Assistance, many mot- 
hers were able to clothe their 
families by altering and remak- 
ing eh thes for them 
Clothing Exchange 

I every village and commun- 
ity, a clothing exchange cogd 
he set up. Families havffg 
clothes they did not need could 
mend and laundry them and 
take to this exchange. Here 
they could lie exchanged for 
other items that they could use. 
Sewing Centers 
The writer feels il would be 
possible to set up sewing cen- 
ters to make simple dresses, 
children's clothing, work shirts, 
overalls, hankerchiefs, aprons, 
pillow eases, sheets, and a host 
or other needed items of cloth- 
ing and linen needs. Arrange- 
ments could be made to market 
these threugh our stores. 

Little Things Make a Big Dif- 
ference 

The home maker who 
the ability to keep a clean 
home and her children and her- 
self, neat and in clean clothes, 
is likely to have a happy home 
On the other ha id. home m A 
ers who lose interest in th” 
work, let the children go dirt\ 
with the house messed up, and 
dirty clothes all over the floor, 
is not likely to get along so 
well with her family, or to 
make the best contribution to 
her community.

The project will involve some 7.(HK> people, over 90 j>er 
cent ot whom are in the poverty class according to the federal 
legislation 

In accordance with the legislation we are attempting to 
rn tivate a <t activate the anti poverty campaign from among 
the people themselves I am proud to report that the people 
arc responding to the challenge in a manner which dramatically 
belies the implication that we are without energy «r ambition 
We ire centering the primary effort in construction of a 
community center at Blacky as a center of operations and focal

The Road Bond Issue 



Highway Commissioner Henry Ward said 
it ties! the other night the $17« million road 
bond issue which Kentucky citizens will vote 
on next November is simply a good business 
move 

He compared the State's intention to bor- 
row money for highway expansion to a private 
business that borrows money to expand its 
operation It uses new profits to repay the 
1 an. then has the expanded facility to reap 
its own profits for years to come 

For this reason. Kentucky must approve 
the road bond issue next fall. Voters in East- 
ern Kentucky are particularly obliged to sup- 
peut it because much of the money from the 
bonds will go to match federal funds for road 
construction here in the mountains, under the 
Appalachian Bill. 

Many voters, not properly informed, may 
wrongly thnk the mad bond issue will increase 
their tax burden This is definitely not the 
ca-e The money borrowed through the sale 
of bonds will be repaid entirely through earn- 
ings „f the new highway construction. 

Others may fear that highway investment 
is a bad risk This is absurd file Mountain 
Parkway has proved that in this day and time. 



with more automobiles crowding the existing 
highways, looking for new places to go. any 
good modern highway will he well-traveled, and 
will pay for itself in time. 

New highways are among the very safest 
investments available to investors The Breath 
itt Administration is simply asking the 
of Kentucky to become investors in this sure- 
fire venture, with the rich promise of a future 
of good highways in Kentucky as the incentive.

Access To Public Officials

One of the central ambitions of the cur- 
rent effort to uplift conditions in Eastern Ken- 
tucky is to encourage local, rural citizens to 
lake an interest in their own situation and 
work to improve it. 

This is a noble ambition Indeed, we pro- 
bably won't see any permanent improvement 
in Eastern Kentucky until these people do be- 
come commited to their own cause. History has 
shown that when people are ministered to, and 
cared for' by those better off. any improve 
merits that result are only temporary and ulti- 
mately prove to be ineffective. 

One big stumbling block to this end is the 
lack of initiative of many of Eastern Kentucky's 
people. 

Another obstacle in the w'ay of getting 
them to stand on their own two feet is the 
simple refusal by those in authority to let them 

An example of what we mean came Mon- 
day night when a group of Leslie County citi- 
zens showed up outside the Henry Ward ban- 
quet at the VEW, bearing signs pleading for a 
new road on remote Elkhorn, where these peo- 
ple live. 

From the way the various "officials" re- 
acted to their appearance, you would have 
thought they had turned out to overthrow the 
government. 

Police and deputies flocked around as if 
the folks were criminals on the loose. 

Bill Hall, Executive Assistant to Highway 
Commissioner Ward, came outside to talk to 
the Leslie Counlians and he seemed horrified 
that a dinner honoring his boss would be in- 
truded upon by some country people carrying 
signs asking for a road to their hollow 

He was polite to them, but he strongly im- 
plied that such a "scene" was terrible, and 
even suggested that "this kind of thing” might 
throw a mo. key wrench into the Appalachian 
Bill’s entire road-building program! 

Leslie County Judge George Wooton was 
embarrassed far in excess of the occasion He 
lectured his constituents, and although he too 
was polite, he told them they ought not be 
there. 

After about 15 minutes, the people — one 



elderly couple, a younger leader, three or four 
boys about twelve years old. seven people in 
all, as nice and polite a group of peo- 
ple as you could find — took off their signs and 
left, to the vast relief of the "officials" on hand. 

In their shock over seeing something they 
never had seen before — country people outside 
the VFW — it didn't seem lo occur to anyone 
that these folks deserve a great deal of credit 
lor their action. Instead of blame. The central 
point of what t hey did was totally lost: that 
here was a group of mountaineers wanting to 
become involved in the progress of their re- 
gi hi by encouraging road construction. 

Most of the people at the dinner — lawyers, 
engineers, doctors, teachers, politicians, news- 
men— have handy access to officials like .Mr. 
Ward They can lift the phone and ask for 
Henry and in many eases Henry will answer 
and call the party by his first name, and they 
can have tne Highway Commissioner’s pers^al 
ear for a minute or two. 

Bui these people can't do that. Most^if 
them don't even have telephones. Yet, thWi 
right of access to the Highway Commissioner 
is just as valid as that of the engineer or the 
newsman, and carrying a sign outside his ho«- 
orary dinner at the VFW is one of the few 
ways they have to get a message to him. 

We should be above getting excited and 
calling the police every time we see someone 
carrying a sign. That's the narrow-minded re- 
sponse We should instead be glad to see coun- 
ty citizens wanting to be involved in helping 
themselves. 

Public officials should encourage these 
people to speak up on their own behalf instead 
ot discouraging them. 

There's an ironic ending to this particular 
story. The same Leslie Countians showed up 
at the ground-breaking ceremonies In Letcher 
County next day, with their number cons. Ag 
ably increased. 

There they picketed right beside anot?d$ 
group of demonstrators: several well-dress^r 

businessmen from Harlan, sponsored by the 
Harlan Chamber of Commerce, who carried 
signs pleading to Governor Breathitt for the re- 
building of US Highway 119.

In a telephone conversation 
with Congressman Carl 0. Per- 
kins office today, The Haiard 
Herald was notified that the 
Department of Labor agreed to 
approve a grant for Perry Coun- 
ty Advisory Committee to ad- 
minister a Neighborhood Youth 
Corps Project in Perry County.

The program is scheduled to 
run for 26 weeks and will pro- 
vide employment for approxi- 
mately 200 out-of-school enroll- 
ees. This will provide work ex- 
perience and work training for 
youths 16 through 21 of fami- 
lies with less than $3,000.00 
yearly income. 

• I'iit' program is designed to 
help children, out of school, 
from poor families in Perry 
County find a job and igivc the 
participants job training 

The program works this way: 
Any family rn the County that 
has an average yearly income 
of $3000.00 or less with a 
youngster between the ages of 
16 and 21 is eligible All per- 
sons who are able to take part 
in this program are asked to 
apply at the local employment 
office on High Street. There 
the applicant will be given apti- 
tude tests and counseled. 

From here he will go to the 
Perry County Health Center on 
the By-Pass for a medical check 
up before goim^ before the five 
man committee of the Perry 
County Advisory Committee, 
sponsor of the program, for 
final action. 

The work will be in all pub- 
lic service facilities. No one will
